Prophecie foreihewed;T he Diuel (faith he) 
bath great wrath, knowing that he hath but a 
Fort time: fac tlus Prophecie is tulfilled,nor only in the 
outragious fury that Sathan vſeth in railing petſecutiou 
agaialt Gods Saints, by hit miſchieuous inſtruments, & 
corruptiug mens minds by his wicked ſuggeſtions, but 
alſo iu tyranniz ing, according to his limited power ouet 
them by tormeuts. This fir kind of cruelty the former 
Ages haue felt whe the third part of the Sanne, andrhe 
Moone, and the Stars were ſautten by the Roman Dra- 
gon, and ſtinged by the Turkiſh ſcorpions, and other lo- 
cults ol the like ſtamp: the other manet ot villany hath 
ſhewed her fruites too plenufully in this our age in the 
cooling of Charitie, & quenching of the Spirit, that our 
Sauiours Prophecie (which cannot be farre off) may be 
fulfilled, hen the Sonxe of min commet hn ſb il he find faith 
an the earth? And this laſt kind of tiranny is too aparant

ted, and diuers of them of good woorch and credite, the 
matter it ſelfe is well knowne tothe right Honourable 
fir Edmund Anderſon Knight, Lord chicte Tuſtice of the 
common plees,as being voluntarily confeſſed to him by 
the Witch, who was vpon the ſame arraigned and con- 
uicted before his H. at Darby, and therfote is nor light. 
ly to be excepted againſt. Beſides alſo, that it was com-

The other may heereby ſee their too peremptorie 
concluſions ouerthrowne, ſince he wheſe aduiſe & help 
was vſed in this matter, is very. well knowne to bee a 
taithfull preacher of the Goſpel, and ſo conſequently an 
enemy to Poperic; willing thee therefore fo to regarde 
it as for the trueth and weight thereof it ſhal deſerue, and 
to reape ſuch fruit by it, as being well regarded it may 
yeelde, I bid thee farewell in Chriſt.

Febnarie) Robert Toone 
- (dwelling in Burton vpen Lrẽt 
in the Countje.of Stafford, An- 
ae to tbis Thongs Darling) go⸗ 
ungto Winſell Mood (which is 
1 diſtant from Burton about half a 
Tir nyc) to bunt the hate, took the 
Boy with him ; ond being carneſt in following his game, 
lolt bim: who (after he had a while wandzev bp & downe, 
and conldnot finde his Uncle) returned home to his vncles 
houſe, where he ſoiourned, Being come home, he wered 
beauie, and afterward grew to be verie ſicke, vomiting & 
— band had eaten at dinner: and ſo was got to 
bed, nert moming hee had ſaze fits, with extreame 
vornitings, that all which ſawe him, iudged it to bee ſome 
range ague. In the time of this extremitie in theſe hys 
fits, he would manie times popnt with bis hand, ſaying; 
| N ' Looke where greene Angels land in the window, and not 
| long after would often complaine, that a green Cat trou⸗ 
| bled him: which thing was judged by bis friends to pꝛo⸗ 
| ceeve of lightnes in his head; manie other things fell out

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nes wering moze vehement, his Aunt went ta a Phiſition 
wich his bine: who laid he ſaw.no ſignes of anie natural 
diſeaſe in the Child, vnles it were the woꝛmes. Yis ſick 
nes ſtill incresſing (notwirhſtanding anie thing pꝛeſctibed 
92 miniſtred) ſhe went againe with his vzine to the Phiſi⸗ 
tion; who iudged as befoze, ſaping furcher, he doubted that 
the Childe was bewitched: which ſee (holding incredi- 
ble) imparted it to no bodie; rather imagining it to bee 
(though ſome ſtrange, pet) a naturall diſcaſe: as diuers 
alſo iudgedit to bee the Falling ſicknes, by reaſon that it 
was no continuall diſtemperature, but came by fits, with 
ſodaine ſtaring, ſtriuing aud ſtrugling verie fiercelp, and 
falling downe with ſoze vomits; alſo it tooke awape the 
dle of his legs, lo that he was faine to bee carried vp and 
downe, ſaue in bis fits , fo, then hee was nimble mougb. 
How hee ſpent the time betweene his kies, it is woozththe 
obſeruing; his exerciſes were ſuch as might well haue be. 
ſeemed one of tiper peares; wherein he ſhewed the frutes 
of his tdutation, which was religious and godly. {With 
thoſe that were good Chzillians he tooke great pleaſure ta, 
conferre ; to whom he would iguifie. his daily expectation 
of death, and his reſolute readinefſe to leaue the Wozlp, 
and tobe with Chyilt : and is lou! on ? woMlb, he (ail 
extended thus fart Bod had ſo been plealen) þ 
mightbaue lived to.be a pzeacher fo thunder ouc the thzea- 
tenings of Gods wo}d, againſt unne and all abhominati- 
ons, wherewith chele dayes doo abound, In theſe fits and 
ſuch like ſpeeches, he continued till Mid. lent Sunday, bes 
ing the xxi. of March.

The 14.0f Apzil Sir Eiumphrey Ferrers and Pafter 
Grayſley met at Robert Toones, who cauſed thether to 
bee bzought Elizabeth Wright and Alice Gooderidge, 
together with her huſband and daughter. Paſſer Grayſ- 
ley (aftet ſome queſtions concerning his fits)conmandey 
that the Bible ſhould be delivered into the boyrs bandes; 
who began to read the firſt Chap. of S. Iohrs Oolpel, ull 
he tame to the 4. verſe: at which place (when be read) her 
was ouerthzowne into 8 moſt cruell Fit, Pzeſently after 
which, the old woman Eliza. Wright tame into Robert 
Toones houle;which ſo ſoone as P.Grayſley bndcrftood, 
he cauſed her to be bzoght into the parloꝛ where the Child 
was: but ſhe was verie vnwilling to come in, crying, A. 
las that euer J was bone, what ſhall I deo 2 H. Grayſ- 
ley ſpake loud to her, aſking if (he could do the boy anye 
good? She anſwered that her daughter had that at home, 
that ſhe ſhould doo geod with. Oe cauſed her (with much 
adoo) to locke vpon the boy: which as ſoone as tuer ſhee 
did, ve fell into a ſtrange and cruell fit: Lying vppon bys 
backt, his eyts ſtanding ſlat ing open in fearfull manner, 
bis teeth ſet in his head, his armes clapped cloſe to his 
ſides, and all the parts of his bodie quaking verie fearful. 
ly. G. Grayſley bad her kneele downe and pꝛay fo him; 
which ſyee did, but ſo as no badie could vnderſtand what 
ſhe ſayd. Uhileft ſhe p)ayed, the fit continued, and there. 
foze they thut her out of doozes ; which beeing done, the 
boyes fit ended pꝛeſentiy. S. Humphrey ard M. Gray ſ- 
ley agreed, that certaine women ſbould ſearch che mother 
t the daughter ſeucralip,ts ſee if they could finde any ſuch 
marks on them, as are vſually found on witches.

ing out theſe wozdes till vuſlaide , And leade vs not into 
temptation: being then demanded how long ſhe had thoſe 
teates, (be aunſwered ſbe was bozne ſo . Then did they 
ſearch Alice Gooderige,and found vpon her belly, a hole 
ofthe bigneſſe of two pence, frech and bloudy, as chough 
ſome great wart had beene cut off the place. The Fuſti- 
ces examined her concerning the bewitching of the Boy, 
but ſhe would conte ſſe nothing. Thea fir Humfrey tooke 
her to the boy, aud aſked him whether this were ſhce that 
thus bewitched him:he anſwered that it was ſurely (hee : 
then did ſir Humfrey bid him ſcratch her, which when the 
boy offered ts do, his hand was pyeſently benummed and 
pluck ta his ſide, and he tozmented in every part;foure ſe 
uerall times he aſſated to do this, but ſtil with like ſucces; 
be was bidden fo lap his hand on the ſanders by, which he 
did without difficultie. Then pꝛoceeded they in examining 
her concerning her hurt:ſhe ſaid that ſhe went to fetch alit- 
tle meale on Eaſter euen fooꝛth of the chamber, and com- 
ming downe a ladder, her foote ſlipped , and ſhe bauing a 
knife in her hand, th)uft herſelfe into the bellie : they aſked 
the iudgement of a Surgeon, whoſe aunſwere was, that it 
was like to haue beene ſo a long time, loꝝ it was not feſte» 

ted, and ſeemed to be lucken. Sir Humfrey charged her 

with e Aitchceraft about one Michaels Cow: which Cow 

when ſhee bzake all thinges that they tied her in, ranue 

to this Alice Gooderige her houſe, ſcraping at the walls 

and windowes to haue come in — W 
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beth Wright, tooke bpon her to help; vpon condition that 
ſpe might haue a peny to beſtow vpon her god, and ſo ſhe 
tame to the mans — kneeled downe bekoꝛe the Cow, 
crofledhcr with a ſticke in the foꝛehead, and pꝛaped to her 
god, ſince which time the Cow continued wel. With this 
ſhe was vꝛged by the Juſtices, and with the hurt vppon 
her bellie, hawe it coulde be ſa, and her clo hes not tutte, 
whereto ſhe made ſhifting anſwers, to no purpoſe. Then 
put they her aſide, and examined Oliver Gooderidge her 
huſband, and her daughter alſo, who were found to viſa: 
gree in their tales concerning that matter: whereupon ſir 
Humtrey committed her to Darbie Gaole, but diſmiſſed

After this bee 
was tozmented thꝛee ſeuerall times over euery part of his 
body, which be ing ended, he deſired to go to the windowe, 
to refreſu him ſelle, being hole and faint: there he pꝛayſed 
Godfoz his mercies, telling them that ſtaode by, If Da- 
than tame againe, hee would aſke him many queſtions, 
and charge him with many things, fo he remembꝛed what 
be had ſpoken alwel as any that was pꝛeſent:hauing —

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reffed about a quarter of an houre, bee was thzowne mto 
two ſeuerall fictes, matchable with the fozmer in crueltie, 
and at the laſt ſpake ſaying, J charge thee by the lining 
God to tell me who ſent thee.

The Lozd hach reſerned foz me a kingdome in heauen. J 
charge thee thou diuell, In the name of the Father, of the 
Sonne, and of the holy-gholt to tel me what is thy name, 
Doſt thou tell me that thy name is Wrythe? A ch 
thee tell me, what is thy miſtreſſe name: Dot thou 
nent thou haſt alwayes bene a liar, and the father of lies, 
and dooſt thou ſay, that vuleſſe A will woz@ip thee thou 
wilt tozment mee thee times moze than thou =

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befoze, if thou toꝛment me 3000. times moze, my faith 
is ſo ſtrong, that I will woꝛſhip none but the liuing God, 
Theſe wozdes being finiſhed, he was caſt into thꝛee ſee: 
rall fictes , with all che fozmer cozments, dzawing toge⸗ 
ther his ioynts and finews, and wꝛithing bim, with toſſing 
and turning him very round moſt pittifally; the ſe fits and 
ſpeeches continued about halle an houre . After this, hee 
was calt into another fit, his eies cloſed vp, his legges lit · 
ted vp as ſtiffe as takes, and al his ſenſes taken from him; 
which fic ceaſing, he was well, till twelue of the clocke at 
noone, andthen was caft into another fic, lying flat vppon 
his backe, and lifting his feete vp: at laſt he ſaive, Dooſt 
thou ſap thou wilt giue me a pallate, and make me a king 
if J will wozſhip thee : Auoyde Sathan, A will wozſhip 
the Loꝛd onely. Dooſt thou ſap thou wilt mittigate my 
tozments,if J will wozhip ther? Auoyve Sathan, J will 
wo2lhip none, laue onely the Loꝛd God mp Saniour, mp 
ſanctifier and redeemer, Dooſt thon ſay, that if I will not 
worſhip thee, thou wilt toꝛment me thꝛice ? Do thy wont 
Sathan, my faith ſtandeth ſure with my God, at whoſe 
hands J looke foz ſuccour.Þauing vttered cheſe and ſome 
ther ſuch wozdes, hee was caſt into thꝛee ſeuerall cruelf 
fictes; after the which he had reſt till two of the clocke, ac 
which time there came diuers wozſhipfull perſonages, of 
purpoſe to behold the maner of the childes lo ſtrange ver: 
ing; they cauſed him to reave vpon the bible, which cauſed 
Sathanto rage, lo that be was caſt into a fic terribly coz» 
mented and vexed, as that it didmuch humble the behold: 
ers, andmooue them to commiſeration and pittie, foz the 
childes ſa diſtreſſedeſtate. While theſe things hapned, it 
was repoꝛted, that the old witch Elizabeth Wright was 
ia the towne, a thing ſomewhat rare ; fo? it is thought, 
that (except at the time of her foꝛmer examination) ſbee 
was nat ſa farre in halle a pere befoze ; pzeſently they ſent 
fo; her, 1

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Axth? meaneſſcaſoncame in maiſter B. got the ponger -*" 


of Hlithfield. wilbing to be an eie witnes of theſe ftrange 
repoꝛts, tequeſtung the boy to take the Bible and reade, he 
being vawillingto reade himſelfe, wi bed leſſe Bee to do 
ſo much, which ye did. and when he came to the 4. verſe of 
the 1. chapter of S. lohns goſpel in theſe woꝛds, In it war 
life , andthe life wat the light of the world, the boy was 
puerth2owne into a fit, About the end of which it was ſaid 
that the witch was come, whome befoze they had ſent foz, 


_ fo that (he was pꝛelently bꝛought in, and ſtript by certaine 


women, that they might ſee her ſuſpected place: whileft 
thep ſtripped her, tbe curſed the daie of her birth, making 
great outcries , and vſing bitter ſpeeches againſt all that 
offered to accuſe her. And being alked who bzought her to 
Burton? ſbe ſaid, the diuell: being aſked diners queſtions 
he liked not, he would anſwere lhe did not heare. Much 
adoo they had to get her to come neare the bop, oꝛ to looke 
on him: and it had bin good fo him if ſhee had neuer come 
at him, foꝛ ſo ſoone as ſhe kneeled downe by him, and cat 
her eies vpon him, he was ſo dainely taken with ſuch a ve» 
bement fit, as befoze he had vpon the like occaſion : This 
was mo2e greeuous than manie other; he lap vppon his 
backe, altogether deyꝛiued of the ble bath of his members 
and ſenſes; except his eies, foꝛ they Noode wide open ve⸗ 
ry fearefall to the beholders: and all the partes of his bo⸗ 
die did quake and ſhake like Aſpen leaues. CUbhileft Gee 
was vpou her knees at her diuelliſh p2aters, the child was 
greeuouſly toꝛmented, therefoze they chzuſt her out of the 
domes. Ahich being done, he recovered himſelfe, and his 
fit ended he ſaid; Te Lord be praiſed : Piſtris Derbicke 
alſo of Nerw-hall came in to beholde with others theſe 
range ſights, at whoſe requeſt, when leſle Bee read the 
firſt chapter ofthe goſpel after $.15hn, and came to the 4.

T3:vfthe clocke, at which time Paiſter Graiſty came a- 
gaine to ſee the child, and whileſt he was there, there came 
in two men of Stapen h1il.neere neighboꝛs to Alice Goo- 
derige, who ſaid they came from Darbie, and were intre. 
ted by ber to tel Robert Toone, that if he would be good 
to her, ſhe would reueale the whole trueth of che matter: 
and further. they offred him their tompanythuher on mun⸗ 
dap, which was agreed vpon by the aduiſe of , Graiſly, 
But newes came, that there was one which being ſkilful 
in diſcerning of witches had hin with Alice Gooderidge 
at Darbie, and affirmed flatly that ſhe was a witch, offer. 
ing to makt open triall of it, and to cure the boy. This ol. 
fer Rob. Toone accepting of very willingly, a time was 
appointed fo2 chis mans comming thither.

ing bot and faint with the extremitie of his tozments, to 
be carried to the windaw to take the aire: where whilelt be 
ſate, there came in one, whoſe name Ile paſſe oner in ſi⸗ 
lence; and being a ſtranger, beganne to examine the bop. 
concerning poeticall and other ſchoole points; the bop was 
wearie of his companie and conference, (as indeed he han 
great reaſon, being vnfit foz ſuch an occaſion) and deſired 
to be carried into another chamber, the which was imme⸗ 
diately done, But this ſuppoſed friend followed him, and 
renued his foꝛmer ſpeeches, vetering alla an oth that grie-

ading bim that if Sathon ſpake to him again. be ſhould 


not anſwer him, becauſe he was a liar, and indtuoured by 
his wozdes to make the boy belerue him; theſe things en⸗ 
bed about two of the clocke , hee remained well till foure: 
then was he ouerthꝛowne into forrre ſeuerall fits one pꝛe⸗ 
ſently after another; the laſt wherof was molt intolerable, 
toſling and toꝛmenting him very pittifully, it ſeemed by 
his lookes and geſtures that the tuill ſpirit ſpake; but be. 


cauſe of maiſter Eccorſalle? aduiſe,hekept a diſcontentey

filence, as he told afterward to his mother, but he abui⸗ 


ſed him, that if tt ſhould = ahn tene out Id not feare 
© 02 koꝛbeare to anſwet᷑ ic. About this time ſome meate was 


pꝛepared fo2 bim, but befoze he could take it, he was ouer« 
tihowne into a crueliſit, wherein after that Sathan hay 
ſhewed a while his rage, he ſpake ſaying: Doſt thou fate 
that I (al wozſbip chee2.J wal. ihozfhip the Lozd of hoſts 
onlie, I charge chee, In the name of the father,of the ſonne 
ct. to tell me what thy name ts.

me ok all my papnes and tozmentes + What Sathan, 
wouldeſt thou haue mee curſe mp Creatour, which ſpared 
not to ſend his onely begotten Donne Jeſus Chyilt out of 
his boſome, to ſhed his moſt pꝛecious Blood foz my nsr 
Ah wicked Tempter, J charge thee in the name of the. 
Fa ber, the Bonne, and the Poly Ghoſt, to tell me what 
is thy miſtres name: Dooſt thou ſape, thy miſtreſſe hath- 
tewarded thee, and there foꝛe thou wilt toꝛment mee moꝛe 
than euer thou diddeſt ? J care not fo2 thee a Strawe: 
what ſathan, ſeek not co inſult in thy ſubtile cruelties: ſoꝛ 
the Loꝛd will releaſe mee from thee when his god wil and

tifully, blearing out the tung, and hauing his neck ſo my · 
then, that his face ſeemed to ſtand backward, This pitifull 
ſpectacle did wing manie teares from the beholders, So 
from 3.till 9.at night be had 27. of thele tozments; & then 
thep left him quaking and meruailonſly diſmayed, Theſe 
fits being lapd to the UQitches charge: ſhe anſwered, that 
Ge indeed did vex the childe, but if they would foꝛgiue her, 
it (hould ceaſe, Two oꝛ thee went to Stapen-hull to ſee 
what the olde woman did this while ; ſuſpecting (be had a 
hand herein: when they came thether, they found her on her 
knees ; pꝛiping (no doubt) to the diuell. Npon the firſt of 
Pay, about 7 in the mozning, he was caſt into a fit, This

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This was his ridiculous pꝛactiſe, he being thzoghly bea⸗ 
ted deſired a releaſe and ſhe would diſcloſe al;which gran · 
ted, ſbe confefled nothing. Being therefoze thzeatned moze 
ſharply, ſbe offered to reueale all pzinatly to miſtreſſe De- 
thicke, and going with her into a parleur; when ſhe began 
to ſpeake her winde was ſtopped, ſo as ſhee tould not ſay 
any thing, but, I pꝛay vou foꝛgiue me. By this it was xt,

And when ſhe would haue ſpoken on, (he ſaid, J cannot, J 
cannot, my winde is topped: Piſtris Caldwal! aſked her 
if thee would be pꝛayed fo2 2 Yes (quoth ſhe) J pzap pou 
deſire M. Eccarſall to pꝛap fo2 me, that the Lo2d would 8: 
pen mp hart, that I map ſpeake the truth, The 3.of Baie 
in themozning, Rob. Toone, Edw, Weightman, Rich, 
Teate and others, went againe to examine the witch, who 
confeſſed to them laping: The firlt ſatterday in Leut to. 
ward euening A met the boy 8 the wood, and he called 8 
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witch of S:apen bil: and J ſaide againe, euerie bop dooth 
call me witch, but did J euer make thy arle to itch ꝛfooꝛth· 
with I ſtouped to the ground, andthe Diuell appeared to 
me in likeneſſe of a little partie. coloꝛed dog red and white, 
and J called hum Minny, ſeeing that euerie bop .calleth' 
mee witch, therefoze goe thy waies and tozment this boy 
in euerie part of his bodie at thine owne pleaſure, foozth: 
wich J ſtrained eucrie part of my bodie,cnfozcing my ſelfe 
to bomit, laping; After this ſozt, vere euerie part ofhim, - 
Further(\aid ſhe) the dog followed the boy to Burton, and 
as J returned from Winſell (whither J went to buie a 
groates worth of egges) he met me againe, telling me he 
bad fulfilled my tequeſt, and at mp pards end he depatged 
from me; ſince when he hach bin duers times with mee at! 
Datbie Gaole, and theſe two nights at Burton Pull, aus 
continually he ſcratcheth my head, & ſcrapeth in che ſtraw, 
Againe ſhe ſaid, the boy will not mend except pou ſcek foꝛ 
belp : you may haue help enough: ſbe would haue ſpoken 
further, but ſomething topped her thꝛoat, and ſhee (aide, 
tome out thou foule ſerpent. From 8.til 2 the bop had 12 
loꝛe fits with pitiful groaning: at 3 came MP, Huderſham 
of Aſhby de la Zouch, with diuets o:her godlp miniſters 
M. Hilderham after that by certaine queſtions , hee had 
made triall of che boys faith, (a:d.openly, that howſoeuer 
the Papiſts boaſted much of the power their pꝛieſts had to 
cat out ainclls; and iht imple everte where note d it as a 
great diſcredit to the Miniſters of the Goſpel, that they da 
want this power, vet did he pꝛoftſle there was no ſuch gift. 
in them, that thogh the Loꝛd oft in theſe dates, bythe pꝛai⸗ 
ers of the kaithlul caſts eut diut is, vet could he not affure: 
them to cute him. To holde this faith of myꝛacles to te. 
maineſtill in the church, is an opinion dangerous , That 
i ſeeing to be poſſeſſed is but a tempoʒall coꝛrection, & ſuch 
as whereby both the glozie of God and the ſaluatton of the 
partie map be furihered, it tan not without ſinne _ 
utelp 
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lutely p)aped againſt:al which notwichAanding,that there 
is a C009 ble of p2aicr in ſuch a caſe, and of faſting allo, to 
pꝛocure that the iudgement may be ſanctified to the bthol⸗ 
ders, and the poſſeſſed himſeife;yea to obtain that he may 
be deliut ted alſo from it, if the Lozd ſce it be Left fe2 his 
owne glozie, In which periwaſion, hee being che meuth 
ef che reſt, they all pꝛaped, during which time the chilte 
was not interrupted, 

Whereas Alice Gooderige ſaid. her familiar was like 
one William Gregories dog of Stapen hilf, tlete aroſe 
a rumoꝛ, bis dog was her familiar: wherefoze hte with his 
ncighbour maiſter Coxe went the vext day to cramin her 
concerning this repoꝛt; and (be ſaide, my diuel (J ay) was 
like your dog, Now out vpon thee (ſaide Gregoric) and 
departed:(he being further examined, ſaide ſhe had ber fa⸗ 
miliar ot her mother. The ſixt of Bate hee had rit, fits in 
the fozcnoone , and x. inthe aftcrnoone; theſe laſt were as 
greeuous as avie befsze, Sfterone of them taking the 
chamber pot, he ſtarted ſodainely ſaping, looke where a 
man commeih out ot the chamber pot. Tu another fitec he 
cried out, Flames of fire, flames of ſite: and in another he 
ſaid, J ſce the he autus open. Ju the moſt of theſe fits het 
bleared out his tongue very blacke, hauing his face wp:

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By and by his eies opened, # what euer he catcht he (as 
it ſeemd)th2zew it againſt ſathan, and ftraic they being fþuc 
vp again, ſo that he could not open them with his fingers, 
which he indeuoured, his mouth was opened, e be ſaid, O 
ma pꝛap. neuer moze need to pzap; fo the company ioynd 
in humble & harty pꝛaier: but he hearing them not (thogh 
they pꝛaied lowd)ſaide; whie do pou not pzap* Pꝛeſently 
bis mouth being ſhut, and his teeth ſet faſt in his bead, he 
ſtampt (as it pere) in triumph of @athan, and lifting his 
bands towards heauen, ſtroke them with reuerence on his 
bzeaſt.

of Mate, he was caſt into eighteene fits woꝛſe than the foz« 
mer; fo2 his ſhoulder bones were thyuſt out of ioput , bis 
mouth dzawne awzie;and among other complaints, bee 
cried 
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cried out ot his legs, ſaping they thꝛuſt pinnes inte them» 
And this is wozthne the obleruation, that commonly (vp* 
pon the Dabboth) when the boy was remembyed by p2at- 
er in godly Aſſemblies, Sathan did ſhewe his extreameſt 
cruettie , The 24. and 2 5. he was tozmented much like 
the day befoze, The 26, he was aſſaulted mq2e fiercely, 
both iareſpect of the number and qualitte of his firs & toz- 
ments, in which he did oftentimes crie out, ſaping; Looke 
where ſathan coimmeth from vader the bed: & oftentimes 
Thunder, thunder; Lightening, lightening ; Flames of 
fire, flames of conſuming fire ; Abeare, g beare; A dza⸗ 
fon, a dzaFon ; looke where ſathan comcs downe'Þ chu 
nep, looke, looke ; fox Bods ſake take me from him, And 
thus in theſe terrible fits this daye paſſed. The next dape 
there came one lohn Dorc!l (a faithfull ÞSzeacher of the 
EU02d) to him; who ſceing him in divers of his fits, aſſu⸗ 
red his Frends and him he was poſſeſſed with an vnclean 
ſpirit : telling him (ont of S. Iames 4 chapt.verſ. 7.) that 
the onely way fot his deliucrance was to reſift ſathan ; in 
which if be failed; he (buld ſin againſt God: becauſe it was 
a bzeachof a Commandement, Re/iſt the diuell St. That 
fo his further incouragement, he had apzomile of victo 
tie, in that it is ſaid, he wel! or ball flee, That bp the dike! 
is not to be vnderſtood anely the temptations of the diuel, 
but tuen ſathans verie perſon. And pzoceeding ts confirme 
the Childes faith in this Reſiſtance, he afterwards erhoze 
ted his Parents and the whole Familie to pꝛepate them- 
ſelues againſt the next day to that holy exercile of Pzaper 
and Falling; alledgiug (to put by all doubts) the wozds 
of Chyilt, Tbi binde goowh not out but by Pra ier & Faſt. 
ag. (Uberctoo they being petie willing.impoztiiney Zotin 
Dorel! fo his pꝛeſence and aſſiſſance. To which he aun · 
— Nor alſiſtauntt in Pꝛaicr and Faſting e 
haue, büt not his pꝛęſence, al well to aunide 1 ** aine« 
gloꝛie. as alſo fo) he ſaw no ſuch neceſſitie by reaſon ofthe 
E 3 Chitves 
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Childes firme faith : neuertheles giuing them 02der fox 
their Exerciſe, and appointing them the belpe of a Booke 
called The Enemie of Securitie, & putting them in good 
comfozt, be fozetold them what interruptions were likely 
to follow by the Enemies rage: and (ſaith he) when peu 
(þall ſee theſe cthmgs come to paſle (which iuder de fell out 
accopdingly) then know pe fo) certaintie as he is poſſeſled- 
ich his Frendes at Cawdwall ſtoode in doubc of), ſs 
do ke that delinerance is at the dooze ; and cherefoze faint 
not in the mid-way, Thus he departed. The next dap, the 
Family with ſome others in the feare of God being toge« 
ther, the holy Exerciſe of Pꝛaier and Faſting was taken 
in hand: and (after ſome Nꝛaier vſed fo2 che aſſiſtaunce of 
Gods Spirite, and p2apingfoz the remilſton of ſinnes) he 
was verie gri and often tozmented ; (by meanes 
of his fits and tozments) much interrupted therein, ſpends 
ing much time about the ſame. A Pzaier againſt the temps 
tations of Sathan was vſed; and in the beginning thereof 
be — 12 — dumb fit ; and comming to 
bimlelke, he began to pꝛap againe; and his fits came again 
and againe ſo alt as he tame to ante ſubſtantial Poynt. Af» 
ter a while he fell into a trance, and at length a ſmall voite 
came from him laping Brother Glaſſap, we cannot pre- 
uaile, his faith is ſo ſtrong, and they faſt and pray, and 
a Preachier prayeth as {alt as they. After thefe wozds, 
de fell into a fit, and ſo into a trance, a voyce beeing heard 

fro him (dig 6 hollow) ſaping; Brother Radulphus, I wil 

goe vnto my maſter Belxebus, and he thall dubble their 

tungs. Then beginning againe to pꝛap, bee fell into a fit, 

and after into a trance : afterward comming ts himſelf, he 

popnted towards the chimney, ſaping ; Loe where Be/ze- 
ub ſtaudeth, e che witch by him. J charge thee in þ name

were bftered) ſaying ; Redulphur, Belzebab can doo no 
good, luis head is ſtroken off with a word: but I wyll 
goe fetch the flying Eagle and his flock. ꝛeſentiy al. 
ter theſe woꝛds, be fell into ansther fit and a traunce ; and 
(lying ſo) ſayd ; I ſee an Angell in the windowe, like a 
milke white Doue, ſent from che Lozdto bee with mee ta 
comfoꝛt and aſſiſt vs: but that is nothing in reſpect ofthe 
Loꝛd himleife, : * 

Then (beginning to pꝛay againe) he fell into a Fitte 
and a Traunce ; in the which one of the olde voyces was 
heard from him, ſaping; We carmot preuayle, let vs goe 
out of him, and enter into ſome of theſe heere, This 
vopce came twice, and it made the Standers by afrayde.

Companie to get him away; which one of them perteiuing 
did ſo Pꝛeſently he awaked and read. and was interrupted 
by a trance, wherein a vopte ſaid; I care the booke, teare 
the booke : and with that (although his eyes wert cioſed) 
be ſnatched at the Booke (which one had in his hend) and 
tare fooꝛth one lcafe of it: which thing alſo from that time 
tillt wo of the clocke, he attempted in euerie of his fits; E 
being reſtrained (bp reaſon that one held the Booke, and 
another his hands) bee would bite ſtrike aud ſpurne them 
with his feete at the beginning of his fits: whercin he was 
karre ſtronger than he was wont, and his toꝛments moze 
exceeding in greatnes & number, Betweene 8 in the moz⸗ 
uing and 2 in the afternoon his countenante was ſtrange: . 
Iy diſfigured, his mouth (et wide open, & ſomtime dzawne 
awzie, his face turned backward, and his armes and ſhol: 
ders ihꝛuſt out of ioynt: ia which time he had one fict and 
trance, wherein Wee ſapd; Wee cannot preuaile, for 
they will not be Ho pen with Witches. Brother Radul- 
phus we cannot preuaile: let vs goe to our miſtres and

Foꝛthwitlyit ceaſed, and Craight waies he was in a trance

(bauing touched neither meate noz dzinke ol all the whole 
day befoze) : but befoꝛe & aftet his meatẽ he Tald the TD 
r er Bꝛaiets in dae (Wc eioze 
had aſaiedto read and could not) without anie interrupti- 
on · About 6, a clocke (being carriedon his Reepers back, 
tox he had no vſe of his legs of thzee months befoze) his fit 
tame upon him verie ſodainlp, & be cried out like a beare, 
The ſtanders by betooke themlelues to Pꝛaier. During 
this fit hee had manie mi ſerable toꝛments, cauſing him to 
roare and =_ extrtamly. P 11 ſuch ſenlleſſe trances — | 
this daye of his deliuerauncẽ he had, as pcelde d no ligne o 
te, Laue that his heart might be difce rned to pant a little, 
At laſt (being laid vpon his bed) anone hee began to heaue 
and likt vehemently at his ſtomacke, and getting bp ſome 
fleame and choller, (poynting with his finger and follow - 
ing with bis eyes) hee ſaid; Looke, looke, ſee pou not the 


Poule that is gone out of mpanouth: and ſo yoputed after 


it vnto the fartheſt patt of ade parloꝛ. Then hee fell into a 
quict trance; which ended, he was well till 7. a clocke A at 
which 
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which time he and 2.02 3. moze went to ſupper: and as he 
late at the table he fell into a trance, and was thence cayied 
to bed as he lay ther a owe was beard, ſaying; My Sop 
arife vp and walke, the euril ſpirit 1c gone from i hee; ariſe 
and walbe. Upon this atridenthis Keeper laid; let vs ſee 
if he can goe betwixt vs, But he anſwered no, I can goe 
of my ſelfe- Fthanke God: and ſo (lending on his feete) 
went pzeſently fozward without ante diflicultie. Aud con» 
ſldering with himlelferyis blefſed change at big miſerable 
eftare, (of his owne actoꝛd) he fell flat vppon the ground, 
giving God thatikes foz his wonderfull deliveraunce z and 
tbat ia ſuch excellent manner; as was ta bee; ad mited md 
childe . But no daubtz ehe lame Spirite which armedbyyr 
with faith and patit nee in the time of hi7tozments, iyftryy 
tted him how to giue thankes and pzap, Being thus fully 
recouered, he went pꝛeſentlx into che cowne, that it might 
appeare what Teſus had done foz him, to the pꝛaiſe of his 
Slozje; Knzdiniration of thole that hadibt en acquaintes 
-withhis weruailousviſication,” © !.: 7 
The next moining Robert Toone went to the Gaole, 
and demanded of the CA iteh how ſe did: O maſter guoch 
ſbe, neuer woꝛſe i fo2 I baue had ſuch an Ague this night, 
that Jhadthought myioints would haue been tozn in ſun- 
der, They that dwelt by the pꝛiſen, cduld:not leepefs2 
the nopſe that war there thatingbt; ſo that it is like the di⸗ 
uell was as good as his wozd, when he ſatd he wauld toz⸗

- After he was thus meruailauſſp delivered, he ſtayd the 
next day at Cawdwall, & fromthence went to his grand-

There the 6, 
day (becing the Dabaoth) and the 7. hee ſpent in religious 
excrciſe, The 8 che went to Schoole, from whence lathan 
bm long kept bim. In the afternoone ſitting at his book, 
be ſaid vnto his fellowes; if pou will goe with me into the 
Church-pird, J will wow you a ſtrange thing, Where 
vpon they went into the Dchoole Pozch, (which their Ma⸗ 
ſer dilliked not, becauſe they had their Bookes in they 
bands) where after he had walked a while, hee ſate do wae 
and laid he was wearie, and pꝛeſentip complained of one of 
his legs.cuen crying out: which his Baſter hearing, came 
to him; and remembꝛing his fozmer trialls, pꝛaped, moos 
uing the Childe to lap after bim, 0 Lord for leſis Chriltes 
ſake haue mercie ypon me, But he moſt cried, O my legs, 
my legs. Here is to bee noted, that how-euer ſathan gree⸗ 
udullp aſſaulted bim, pet dis he not ouce toꝛment him, be: 
cauſe he waz not (as befaze) iu him which alſo ſozne ofthe 
Bopes wonds confirmed, 

Being brought han to his Tacles, (manie fallowing 
and flacking after him y hee groaned pictifully, crying allo, 
Daggers, daggers: and at length he ſaid (with a fearfull 
countenance). J am afra of Sathan. The companie did. 
intoura xe aud comfozt him a gaiaſt ſuch temptations, per- 
ſwading him ts pꝛaper; which thing he-perfourmed wyth 
great difũcultie, crying as beloqe O m legs, O my legs. 
They being iaſtant vpon him to pꝛap, he popnted with hes 
finger laying; CAhat woman is that which ſtandeth there: 
Still they bꝛged him with pꝛaier: and while they expecten 
it, he ſaid; what a thundꝛing is here 4 J cannot abide this 
thund ing. Then fell he into a trance, and hauing layne a 
while, a voyce was heard fram him ſaying; He fel a little 
and I caught him. By and by aw king hee roſe vp ama: 
edlp and ſaid; {there am J. J was euen nov in the

The next moꝛning the Boyes Uncle theught it verie con-

They perl waded him to goe on, and not regard the illuſi⸗ 
ons of ſathan. So he read on, and was pꝛeſently caſt into a 
trante: and altet he had laine a while ſad; Behold J ſee a 
Lambe, hcatke what the Lombe ſaith ; Thou dia/? fall c 
he caught thee : feare not, the Lord is thy buckler and defen- 
der, After this hee read on, and within a little ſpace fell a* 
Kaine into a quiet traunte, ſaping; Doſt thou ſap if I wil 
wozlbip thee, thou wilt make me vnderſtand the ſecrets of 
all mens hearts : Anopd Sathan, it is hid from thee : the 
L 02d onelp is the ſearcher of the hearts and reynes, Then 
did he read againe, and foozthwith was caſt into atraunce, 
ſaying ; That faire woman is this, that is ſo gozgeoufly 
apparailed: Doſt thou lap thou wilt giue her mee if J wil 
wozlhip thee ® Auopd Sathan, J neither care fo} her noz 
thee : the Lozdis my comfoꝛt, and him onely will J woz- 
ſhip: the Lamb and the Doue deſire not to be wozlhipped, 
but thou alwaie 'deſireſt wozfhip. Againe he read g fell 
in a trance, ſaying; Dooſt thou ſaye if J will ſweare an 
oath thou wilt giue me a hund2ed pounds ? Auopd ſathan. 
wouldſt thou haue me take Gods name in vame ? J wyll 
not. He read againe, aud at the thitd wozd was ſnatched 
into his trance, ſaping; wouldſt thou giue me a bag full of 
gold and ſiluer, if J will neuer read noꝛ pzap vnto God a- 
nie m02e 2 Auopd ſathan, I neither regard thy gold noꝛ ſil- 
ter ; the Loꝛd and his Moꝛd is better to mee than all the 
gold and ſiluet inthe woꝛld.

ly iuto a traunce, ſaping; wouldſt thou haue mee ccare the 
booke* J will not teare it doe what thou canſt : wilt thou 
tearehim in peeces that continue ih reading: (he meant 
Richard Teate, who read fozward when the boy was ins 
terrupted.) Sathan thou canſt not touch him, the N oꝛde 
will not ſuffer thee to hurt a haire of his head. Hee was 
rait after theſe woꝛdes ſnatched into his trance, and ſaid; 
Doſt thou bid me open my mouth: what if J do open my 
mouth: doſt thou {ap thou wilt cater uito me$Auopde ſa- 
than, thou canſt not enter into me, except the Loꝛde giue 
thee leaue; and J truſt hee will net. Againe after this hee 
falleth into a traunce ſaying, come maiſter Hilderſham, 
let vs ſire goe to heauen: at which time there were iuſt ſix 
in the parlour, Then fell he againe befoze hee could reade 
two woꝛdes into a trance, and (aſd; what Sathan, wouldſt 
thou haue me become a traitoꝛ: God defend, Theſe wozds 
pꝛoceeded from him with great vehemencie and earneſt» 
neſſe of ſpirite. Then pawſing a while he ſaieth againe, 
Ooolt thou ſay, that when Jam aſleepe thou wilt plucke 
out mp thzoats A care not foz thee; thou canſt not touch a 
baire of mp head, except God giue thee leaue. Againe, be« 
ing in a traunce hee ſaide; dooſt thou ſap thou wilt ſet the 
bouſe on fire and burne vs all: do thy woꝛſt, Sathan,thou 
canſt not touch our ſoules, Then heread againe, and at 
the ſecond wozd ſtarted amazedly, ſaping; lsoke where the 
Weare commeth, looke lovke, do pou not leehow he com. 
meth againſt vs with open mouth: harke how he roareth, 
then ſaide he, Auopde Sathan, and get theehence : pea, Y 
charge thee in the name of the euerlining God to get thee 
beice, They offer him the booke againe, and he read not 
thꝛee woꝛdes, but he was overtaken with a quiet traunce; 
wherein lying a while, hee ſaide, Oh J fee a milke white 
Doue: the Doue ſaich, Fearenot, pou ſhall haue better 
newes, Againe he deganne to reade, and againe hee was 
F z lnatcher 
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ſnatched into his trance, ann ſaide, Doſt thou ſap the Loꝛd 
hath giuen thee leaue to enter into mee. Auoyde @athan 
thou art a liar, J know he will not ſuffer thee to enter in⸗ 
ta me. Agate, afcer he offered to reave, he wascaft into 
a trance, and lying ver quietly be ſaieth;hearke ho,looke 
what a faire Doue is there: the Doue faith the duell vs 
leth enemies towards me: hearke hearke what the Doue 
ſaith, thou halt an enemicheere vpon earth, that ſaith thou 
art a diſſembler , he ſhall frie in hell tozments, thine cies 
ſhall ſee his iudgements, fo2 his ſinnes doe ſnoake vp in⸗ 
to the elements, and do pierce the heauens, Then pawzing 
againe a while he ſaith, harke what the Doue ſaith, wher» 
ſoeucr the glozie of God is ſpewed, there is alwayes ſome 
enemies to reſiſt it, De beganne toreade againe, but at the 
third woꝛd fell into a traunce ſaying: what, dooſt thou ſap 
thou wilt tozment me?: dooſt thou (apy thou wilt carry me 
into a wood, and caſt me out at the window: My Redee- 
mer liueth, the Loꝛde of holes is his name, J feare thee 
not;remember that Sathan;and pawzing a while be ſaith, 
M. Hilderſham, fre ſeebow the world paſſtth away yea 
it mull paſſe away, ft haſteth on apace, Then begiunes be 
to reade againe, and at the third wozd1s caſt into a trance, 
E at length he ſaith, See what a little of Gods wozd doth, 
how icchaſeth him away: ſce ſee how Sathan flicth away. 
Againebreing aboutto reade, he ſtarted ſodainely, and ſaid 
this booke is a flame of fire, and pꝛeſently bee fell into a 
trance, ſayin, Aouldit thou haue me teare the.3Booke* 
Auopde Dathan, I will not teete it. Then lping-flil and 
paw3zing a while be ſaide at length; Looke where the dove 
commeth, harke what the doue (arth, The Loꝛd thy Sov 
bath tied thy enimp Sathan faſl-in a chame, vnles thou fall 
aqaine, he ſhall neuer tempt thee, bold faſt and koꝛget not: 
the childe continued his ſpeech ſa; ing: O Lambe of God 
that takeſt away the ſinnes of the wonld. thy vame be pꝛai⸗ 
led. thyname bemagnified and extolled fo; euermoze. 
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Foꝛthwitb be opened his eies, and taking the Booke, 
be read very cheerefully a good ſpace, Then did hee aud 
all the compauie toyning with him humble themſelues be: 
foe the Lod God, gloꝛifyug and pꝛaiſing his holy name, 
fo his comfoztavle pzelence, & gracious afliſtance in this 

-/ myzaculous wozke,, and ſo hauing continued in pꝛapet a 
good while, the bop at laſt aroſe, finding the doues woꝛds 
true, and himſelfe very well, both in mind and b9die, and 
ſo (thankes be to God) he hath remained euer fince, which 
the Lom continue to his owne gloꝛie, the ioy ofthe godly, 

and the childes comfoꝛte, Amen. Not the Much 
is dead, had ſhe lived, ſhe ſhould 
haue bin executed,
